Sir John Simon proposed an increase of the 
Income tax to 7s, 6d. in the pound, but these 
fables shéw how with the application of the 
various allowances ‘and exemptions the burden 
is spread more equitably than would at frst 
Jappear. ‘The exemption now applies only to 
the frst £120 in the case of a single person. 
A" £125 per annum. income, wholly earned, 
pays 15. 7d. or an effective rate of 1%d. in the 
ound; if ail investment income £1:17:6 or an 
effective rate of 3%d. In the pound. This rises 
fairly gradually until it is only when a person 
is in receipt of unearned income amounting to 
£3,000 per annum that the fat rate of 7s. 64. 
applies, when he pays no less than £1,125:6:3. 
The tables cover ‘the maximum unearned in- 
Jeome of £150,000 on which £123,387:10:3, is 
paid in tax, or an effective rate of 10s. Sid in 
the’ pound,’ ‘That is for a single person. A 
married couple in receipt of a yearly income 
Jot £180,000 uncarned, with allowances ete. 
pays £123,205 in taxation, the first £320 being 
tax free. ‘Thus a man with an income wholly 
from investments of £150,000 pays approxi- 
mately 82 per cent. in taxation, so that out of 
his income all that is left to himself is about 
£20700 per annum. A man who carns the 
maximum pays only £93 a year less thoy the 
former, and it has been remarked by one wit 
that the higher in the income a man gots the 
more he, works for the government, until under 
these tables a man making an income of the 
maximum here stated works four days out of 
the five for the State. The general impression 
afforded by the White Paper is that while the 
tax js undoubtedly large it has been sufficiently 
Jaraded to do as little harm to the moderately 
salaried man as possible, and even though the 
higher incomes do pay ‘so heavily the fact is 
that the Government has still left the recipient 
‘with more than sufflelent money to live 
complete comfort. Having given the extremes 
‘of the table it is interesting to note that a 
Iman’ earning £10,000 a year with wife and 
ree children pays. about 52 per cent. of his 
salary to the state in income tax, still leavi 
him ‘With a comfortable balance with whieh to 
carry on.

Probably no country has celebrated its 
Inational day under such tragic circumstances 
since the last war as Poland is observing it 
today, Dut it speaks well for the invincible 
spirit’ of the Poles that they do observe it 
It was on November 10, 1018, that | Marshal 
Pilsudski, having been released ‘from Germany, 
fareived in Warsaw, and the Council of Regency 
proclaimed thatthe German occupation had 
fecased (0 exist, Poland after all the Jong years 
since the iniquitous partition by Frederieie the 
Great, Catherine the Great of Russia, and 
Maria-Theresa of Austria had come into her 
own again as a nation, and the enormous tasie 
of building up a country, torn with the ravages 
fof war, and reduced to the lowest economic 
febb began. It is not casy to picture the con- 
Jditions in which Pilsudski and his Government 
‘set about the task of rehabilitating the country. 
Tt had been the cockpit of eastern Europe, 
Armies had marched and _counter-marched 
facross it, war had wrought wholesale destruc- 
tion, and a gallant people, with little more of 
assets than thelr determination to make a 
self-respecting State of themselves, commenced 
the formidable task of pulling themselves out 
fof the economic mire, practically by their own 
boot-straps, Tt is interesting to remember what 
John Buchan, now Lord ‘Tweedsmulr, wrote 
fof the country as it then was: "The German 
policy demanded a wholesale destruction and 

-Poland was methodically lald waste. Only 
biackened ruins marked the site of villages, and 
Isinee the “German army ate up all supplies, 





y famine stalked through the land....The material 


[damage can scarcely be estimated. ...all labour 
land industry have been swept away." Before 
fall this could be rectified Poland had to ght 
ithe ‘Bolsheviks, and it speaks well for the 
zallantry and ‘determination of the reborn 
tation that they emerged victorious from the 
struggle even though in its blackest hour it 
looked as if the war were going against them, 
From that time onwards there was no looking 
back, and in the brief space between 1021 and

Partles Not Equal 

‘The two parties, he said, were not

“When the Communist Party peti 

tioned the Central Government for 
permission to join the United Front

SINISTER RUSSIA 


Nov. 8. 

It is inovitable, following the conclusion 
of the Russo-German_non-aggression pact, 
‘that the utterances of M. V, Molotov, Forei 
Commissar for the Soviet, should receive con~ 
siderable attention, at any rate for the time 
boing. ‘They are likely to be of importance, 
‘and s0 far as his latest speech is concerned, 
combined with the manifesto of the Third 
Internationale it is of very great significance. 
‘The moderation which is to be found in M. 
‘Molotov's speech is not to be discovered in 
the manifesto, and the Third Internationale 
‘as roundly denounces Germany as it does 
the rest of the capitalistic countries, thereby 
endeavouring to give point to the contention 
which Moscow has always put forward that 
there is a distinct difference of identity be- 
tween the Russian Government and the Third 
Internationale. ‘That fiction has been ad- 
vaneed in connection with the complaints of 
more than one country during the past few 
years, and, while it has never carried any 
Conviction ‘whatever, it is undoubtedly put 
forward now for the puxpose of strengthen- 
ing Herr Hitler in his present very invidious 
Position. As a result of the speech and the 























anifeste, he is able to tell his country ) 
‘Look, it is not the-Soviet Government which 
reviles Germany ; it is the Third Interna- 
tionale, My peace is with Russia and not 
‘with the souree of Communism which has 
50 flagrantly attacked us.” It is, ingenious 
‘and may for a time serve to delude the 
people of Germany, but whether any other 
Government is impressed by this studied 
piece of political window-dressing is open to 
very considerable doubt, Commissar Molo- 
tov, in dealing with the present wars in the 
Far Bast and Europe, speaks of them as capi 
talistic wars, and promises that the Soviet 
will use every endeavour to keep out of 
them. He especially stigmatizes Great Bri- 
tain and France as responsible for the Europ~ 
ean outbreak, and the alleged endeavours 
to procure its expansion, makes no similar 
reference to Germany, and carefully refrains 
from speaking of Finland. M. Molotov, on 
behalf of the Soviet Government is roaring 
“as gently as it were any sucking dove.” 

Not so the manifesto of the Third Interna~ 
tionale which is violent in the extreme. It 
insists that the responsibility for the present 
war belongs to the capitalistic Governments 
‘and ruling classes of Britain, France and 
Germany, who are waging war for world 
domination, accuses American bourgeoisie of 
repealing the arms embargo because of the 
hugerprofits to be made out of the trade now 
permitted, and ends up its attack upon the 
neutral nations by averring that Italy is 
only waiting for a favourable moment to 
take up arms against the vanquished and 
Join in the division of spoils. The mani- 
festo's blatant eulogy of the Soviet. 
pact as a work of peace, is typical of the 
writing which is so often resorted to to 
gull the credulous. ‘There is not the slightest 
doubt about it that the conelusion of that 
infamous pact was the main factor in decid~ 
ing Herr Hiller to embark upon the invasion 
‘of Poland which he knew full well, for he 
has said himself that he knew the Allies 
‘were not bluffing over the matter, could only 
Jead to war. Without that pact’ it may be 
taken as certain that he would never have 
dared to broach the borders of Poland 
with military force. Russia has made no 
contribution to peace whatever, did a great 
deal to incite war by taking the steps it 
did, and has not hesitated to take the fullest 
advantage of the situation which she thus 
created by ravaging Poland and putting the 
Baltic States under the enormous pressure 
of military threat. As the worker for peace, 
which both the manifesto and ‘M. Molotov 
claim it to be, Russia stands before the world 
‘a sorry scarecrow bereft of whatever talters 
of sincerity it may have once had in the 
earlier days of the Soviet régime. It must 
be emphasized that in neither the speech 
nor the manifesto is there any modification 
of Communist propaganda. Capitalism is 
still the Communist enemy, and Germany 
just as clearly comes within that category 
as the Allies, and while Berlin has recently 
made efforts to mask its imperialism under 
the cloak of anti-capitalism, the Third In- 
ternationale at least is by no means impress 
ed with them. ‘Thus while M. Molotov 
spoke with the voice of Jacob, it was a 
hairy hand indeed which wrote the Interna~ 
tionale's manifesto. 

From the self-satisfaction which runs 
through both the speech, and the manifesto 
there is a significant conclusion to be drawn. 
Reading between the lines it is noticeable 
that the Soviet as well as the Third Interna- 
tionale are more than gratified that this war 
has come about, and from that the conclu- 
sion is reached’ that Moscow consented to 
the non-aggression pact in the very definite 
hope that it would bring about a European 
conflict in which the Third Internationale 
would be better able to get in its deadly 
work of communistic proselytizing. State~ 
‘ments which Soviet leaders have made that 
they have abandoned the idea of world re- 
volution, and are content to work for the 
betterment of their own country, were ro- 
ceived with scepticism at the times they 
were made. ‘That disbelief has been more 
than justified in the event. It is clearly to 
the benefit of the Soviet and the Interna- 
tionale that Europe should be reduced to 
chaos and thereby provide a fertile soil in 
whieh the doctrines for which they stand 
can take root and flourish. It is undoubted~ 
ly the hope of those responsible at Moscow 
that the war will so reduce the economi 
state of Europe that the discontent expected 
to follow will lead to the rapid stride of 
communistic doctrines, and ultimately a very 
widespread sovictization of the states of 
Europe. Russia may preserve her neutrality 

the present conflict. ‘That will be from 
ho real desire to stay outside the quarrel, 
bbut because her leaders sce opportunities for 
very fruitful fishing in the troubled waters 
which will remain after the warring coun- 
{ries have weakened themselves by the 
hostilities. ‘The existing bulwarks against 
Bolshevism have been weakened by the de- 
fection of Herr Hiller. The democracies 
stand firm in their intention to resist it. So 
‘also does Italy, and the growing ascendancy 
of Russia over Germany must give Signor 
Mussolini furiously to think. Defeat for

THE NEUTRAL DRAMA 
Nov. 9. 

Probably one of the most dramatic moves 
which have been made since the outbreak 
of the war is the sensational offer by the 
rulers of Belgium and Holland of their good 
offices “at this time of anguish” for mediation 
in the struggle which has now been pro- 
gressing for over two months. Dramatic be- 
cause the two countries concerned see for 
themselves—in the recent threats to which 
‘they have ‘been subjected by the German 
Government, which would seck to make 
them fellow-conspirators in an endeavour to 

ircumyent the economic control employed 
‘a5 a weapon of warfare by the Allies—the 
serious position in which they may be placed 








effect, This is not to suggest that either 
the King of the Belgians or Queen of the 
Netherlands is animated by any other desire 
than to bring to as early an end as possible 
the present ‘struggle, for they have the 
paramount duty of doing their utmost to 
see that their people shall continue to live 
‘out thelr lives in that peace and quietness 
which neutrality in times such as these 
should undoubtedly secure for them. They 
fare, however, also serving the wider aspects 
of peace in exactly the same manner as 
when they made their appeal prior to the 
‘commencement of hostilities, and the offer of 
their good offices has to be welcomed with 
fall the respect which it most certainly 
deserves, and also the wish that it might be 
a possible event at this late hour to negotiate 
a peace which might secure justice all 
round. The significant passage of the ap- 
peal bears upon just that one point. It says 
“The belligerents declared some time ago 
that they would not refuse to examine a 
reasonable and safe basis for an equitable 
peace,” and it is in the last six words of 
that Sentence that the wishes of the Allies 
are succinctly laid down. It would be the 
height of folly to reject any offer which 
would make it possible to establish such a 
peace, and it can safely be said that if it 
were ‘possible to conceive of a safe basis for 
‘an equitable peace the Allies would most 
certainly not reject it: But an equitable 
‘and safe peace means that justice shall be 
done to Poland, and other victims of Nazi 
aggression, and’ that they shall be made 
whole from the damage which has been 
inflicted upon them; a safe peace necessitates 
that never again, whether six months, one 
year or two years hence, shall Europe be 
‘again subjected to the | power diplomacy 
which Herr Hitler has used, and which 
Russia is enthusiastically adopting against 
‘smaller neighbours. 

It is fortunate that this appeal comes 
simultaneously with a broadcast speceh by 
Lord Halifax, British Foreign Secretary, in 
which he gives the real purpose of the Allies 
in the present war :— 

We are fighting in defence of freedom. We 
are “Aghting for peace, We are meeting a 
challenge to our ‘own security and that of 
others. We are defending the rights of 
all nations to live thelr own lives. We arc 
Aghting also against the substitution of brute 
force for law as an arbiter between nations, 
‘and against the violation of the sanctity of 
treaties and disregard for the pledged word. 
‘We have learned that there can be no opport- 
unity for Europe to cultivate the arts of peace 
until Germany is brought to reallze that re- 
current acts of aggression will not be tolerated. 
On the other hand it is notorious for what 
Herr Hitler is fighting. He is engaged in a 
struggle to consolidate his temporarily suc- 
cessful efforts to reduce bordering, numeri- 
cally inferior nations to the helotry of a 
hegemony which has crushed Austria, Cze- 
choslovakia and Poland. He is fighting to 
be able to retain ability to continue his 
policy of power diplomacy with which to 
redraw the map of the world according to 
his own desires, and his alone. Can any 
groups of nations be farther apart than 
Great Britain and France on the one side, 
‘and Germany on the other? It is dimicult 
to believe that they can. ‘They are as far 
apart as respect for law, and its complete 
and utter disregard. It is in the cir 
cumstances by no means casy to perecive 
what progress can be made towards the re- 
establishment of peace until that gap is 
closed. It can be closed in only one of two 
ways; either by the vindication of the rule 
of law, or the submission of Europe to the 

jsrule of the frecbooter. It is apparent 
from this statement of the case that the 
task of bringing the warring countries to 
terms will be attended by more than a 

















unless there is a very considerable modifica: 
tion on one side or the other, prospects of 
an carly cessation of the war are remote in 
the extreme. 

‘There will be every possible sympathy 
with the Belgian and Netherlands monarchs 
in their attempt to sccure an early peace. 
They are menaced by the German armies 
in exactly the same manner which led to 
the sufferings of the Belgians a quarter of 
a century ago, and the possibility of either 
of their countries, or both of them being 
over-run, is, despite all the assurances 
which Herr’ Hitler has given, something 
which {sey cannot disregard. They are 
caught between the upper and nether

lof Germany any peace witich might be 
arrived at now would in all probability be 
of the most temporary nature, in which 
event both Belgium and Holland might at 
some future date again be faced with exactly 
the same problems which confront them 
now. It is one of the war aims of the Allies 
that these continual - threats to European 
peace shall be ended once and for all. That 
Is as much to the benefit of the European 
noutrals as it is to- the Allies themselves, 
and it is no exaggeration to say that the 
Allies in this war are not fighting their own 
battle alone, but the battle of every nation 
in Europe which has any respect for the 
sanctity of international understandings and 
for the territorial integrity of its neighbours. 
It is not likely that Herr Hitler has yet 
been so militarily convinced of the fate 
which awaits him that he is ready to make 
those concessions and afford those guarantees 
for future good behaviour without which it 
is impossible to reach an early settlement. 
The Allies on their side are not prepared 10 
sacrifice all those principles which have 
obliged them to enter the arena of war. Tt 
is unthinkable that they should do so. ‘The 
situation no longer requires that Herr Hitler 
should be afforded a means of gracefully 
extricating himself from a position into 
which he has manonvred himself; unlikely 
indeed that he would wish to do so, for that 
would be an admission of failure, and he 
does not yet believe that he has failed. So 
with all the sympathy in the world for the 
appeal so dramatically put forward by the 
rulers of Belgium and the Netherlands it 
would be unduly optimistic to believe that 
it will lead to a solution of the present 
difficulty. Herr Hitler has resorted to the 
sword, It is for him to lay it down, 














ABRUPT REJECTION 
Now. 1 

While nothing has emanated from the 
Quai d'Orsay, or Whitehall, which are both 
busily studying the offer of ‘good offices from. 
the King of the Belgians and the Queen of 
the Netherlands, Herr Hitler has bluntly re~ 
Jected it, brusquely,—in a beer hall, “It is 
true that! he made no direct reference to the 
offer of mediation, but he did say that he 
had given orders to Field Marshal Goering 
to prepare for a five-year-war, and if that, 
following upon receipt of the message from 
the rulers of the two most-threatened neutral 
countries, is not a complete rejection, it is 
dimMcult to know what is, It is a tiresome 
fact that the lucubrations of Herr Hitler have 
hhad to receive so much notice in the past, 
‘and must continue to do so in the future, for 
his speeches are very much of the nature 
of “the aforesaid artist playing upon the 
above-mentioned instrument.” But it is the 
evil fate of the people of Europe, and of his 
‘own countrymen that the former have to read 
what the Jatter have to hear, Der Fuehrer 
commenced by going over the usual sum- 
mary of German victories, necessary n= 
doubtedly because of the scant success which 
has attended his policies since the rape of 
Poland. ‘Then for the greater part of his 
speech he indulged in the usual attacks on 
Great Britain, vitriolic blasts of fury the 
outbursts of an angry, disappointed “man, 
realizing that he is no longer able to have 
his way with the acquiescence of the Allies, 
but that he has been forced to lengths which 
he always promised his people he would 
save them from, Nor can he leave Mr. 
Winston Churchill alone. By the facile 
manner in which Herr Hitler twists history 
for his own purposes, he manages this time 
to lay the blame forthe last war upon the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, who, of course, 
is, according to this strange manipulator of 
facls, responsible for the present struggle. 
‘The fact of the matter is that Mr. Churchill 
has all along been so clear in his understand- 
ing of Hitlerian policies, and has proved so 
accurate in his forceast of trends, that the 
Navis have come to know that he under- 
stands them, and because of that they fear 
him, Mr. Churchill was not responsible for 
the last war, ‘That blame lies just as much 
at the doors of those gentlemen who thought 
they could tear up scraps of paper with im- 
munity, as responsibility for the present 
struggle rests upon that man and his ac~ 
complices who fancied that they could fol- 
low a policy of dishonouring undertakings 
and escape seatheless. 

Herr Hitler for once indulges in the odd 
pastime of giving his hearers a single glimpse 
of the truth. “What have we done against 
the British 7" he asks, “What have we taken 
from them? Nothing. Have we threatened 
them? ‘The truth is that Britain Joathes 
Nazi Germany, and the Nazi social reforms 
that have put ‘an end to unemployment and 
hettered the fate of the workmen.” 1! 
German workmen best know whether their 
lot has been bettered, and they are perforce 
dumb on the subject. But when he says 
that Britain loathes Nazi Germany he is 
speaking nothing but the truth. It is_ecr= 
tainly not possible to have any love for a 
system which tramples on the rights of 
smaller nations, which dismembered Cze- 
choslovakia and Jaid Poland in a bath of 
blood, contrary to every assurance and 
promise which have now been proved by 
the event perjured from the very outset. He 
fells the twuth with regard to the Poles when 
he admits that they are not cowards, but 
when he speaks of his victory over them as 
a victory of valour at the expense of their 
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sacrifice he is ‘again carefully covering over 
the fact that the Poles made the gallantest 
possible resistance, ill-equipped as they were, 
against the overwhelming forces which Herr 
Hitler threw against them. He will not find 
the rest of the war he has brought upon Ger- 
many conducted with quite the same factors 
in his favour. ‘There is the same old at- 
tempt to differentiate between Great Britain 
and France, and, perhaps the best answer to 
that is to be found in a leading article in 
the “Journal de Shanghal:” published yester- 
lay 2— 

It Is with no lightness of heart that Great 
Britain and France have taken up arms. They 
haveduring past years, witnessed, without re- 
acting against them, violations of treaties and 
provocation of all sorts, ‘They allowed Aus- 
{ria to be strangled and thoy’ sacrificed Cze- 
choslovakia to thelr desire for peace. If they 
{intervened on September 3 Inst to assist Poland, 
it was beeatse It was absolutely Impossible any. 
Tonger to tolerate the erlmes perpetrated by 
the Third Releh, France and Great Britain can 
no longer evade their sucred duty. 

In that expression of French opinion on the 
resent conflict there is nothing but an in- 
dication of the complete solidarity between 
the two nations, and it is in this remote part 
fof the world but an echo of the flerce resolve 
‘of the two united peoples that these things 
which Herr Hitler is doing must be stopped. 
‘The British and French replies to the 
Belgian-Netherlands overture have yet to be 
sent. It is expected that they will be 
somewhat’ more moderate in tone than the 
‘speech which Herr Hitler has delivered, but 
the fact that he has so swifty rejected the 
offer which has been made to him will re- 
Neve them of any responsibility for’ the 
continuance of the present . struggle. ‘The 
truth is, and Herr Hitler fully realizes it, 
that the time has long passed when it 
‘would have been possible to have made any 
adjustment of Germany's relations with the 
Allies. If that adjustment could have been 
made, it would have had to be precisely 
upon ‘the same grounds as those upon which 
the Allies now insist. Those conditions for 
the future peace of Europe will have to be. 
met before it will be possible to lay down. 
the arms which have been taken up. ‘The 
cause of freedom, the cause of common 
humanity, the cause of all that democracies 
hold dear demands that this shall be so. It 
Is because of that fact that the Allies arc 
determined that they will fight to the very 
last in order to prevent a German hegemony 
‘over Europe, to the very last to make sure 
that this evil thing, which was created in 
hall, shall not be fastened 
around the necks of Europe for generations 
to come, Veiled threats of some new ter 
rible weapon have no effect upon that de- 
termination. It may be that Herr Hitler 
has some surprise or other to put into opera~ 
tion against the Allies ; it is equally probable 
that the Allies have things up their sleeves 
with which to give Herr Hitler cause for 
startled meditation. Be that as it may, the 
‘world will await with some interest’ the 
pronouncements of the British and French 
loaders upon the Belgian-Netherlands offer. 
‘That they will be sympathetic goes without 
saying, but it is also to be taken for granted 
that there will be no weakening of the pre- 
sent stand, nnd that unless Herr Hitler yields 
to the demands which are made upon him, 
the war must go on until its fortunes reduce 
him to a more amenable frame of mind, 
‘That may take the five years of which Herr 
Hitler sponks, but if it does he may rest 
assured the Allies awill still be standing erect 
in the ring. 


ARMISTICE DAY 
Nov. 11. 
It was on this day twenty-one years ago, 
that a young mother of a few months, wit- 
nossing the first Armistice Day celebrations, 
remarked, “Thank God, this shall never come 
to my son.” There were probably hundreds 
of thousands of such mothers throughout all 
those countries to which November 11, 191 
brought the same thought, thankfulness that 
the war to end wars had’ been finished and 
that their loved ones could now expect to 
five out the terms of their natural lives. It 
is a sad thought that, because of the limita- 
tions, perhaps the ineptitude of mankind, that 
that ‘fervent maternal hope has been dashed 
to the ground, and that this Armistice Day 
hhas to be observed under the shadow of a 
new and even greater war than that which 
was ended less than a generation ago. This 
is no day on which to seek to apportion 
blame for what is now occurring, for Ally 
and enemy are thinking of those of their 
gallant sons, who through more than four 
years fought for their countries, and of 
whom so many sacrifleed their lives in the 
very flower of their youth. Whether a coun- 
try’s cause be good or not,—and sometimes. 
it passeth the comprehension of men to 
make the true decision—there can be no 
doubt that those men who strove, did so, in 
the belief that it was a sweet and glorious: 
thing to die for their country. Last year’ 
Armistice Day was observed with the ¥ 
which came upon a Europe freed from the 
Czechoslovak crisis. It was believed that) 
war had been averted at least for the life- 
time of this generation. It was not to be, 
and this year three powerful nations are 
again locked in mortal combat, the beginning 
such a short distance in the ‘past,—and the 
‘Who knows how far down the road 
that may be? Who knows what further 






































sacrifices mankind has to make before it can 
realize that even, Nature herself has two 
Inws? One may indeed be the survival of 
the fittest, but the other is the co-operation 
which is to be found in her realm. War is 
not the’ inevitable law of nature. Even to 
admit it for one instant is the negation of 
all that most people stand for, the condemna- 
tion of reasonable human beings to the level 
of the brute beast, and possibly lower. ‘That 
Is unthinkable. It is impossible to believe 
that all that has been built up during cen- 
turies, all that is of good repute is to be 
blasted into nothing, and mankind return to 
the brutishness of his origins. 

It is not war which is beautiful. There 
Is not a soldier who will not tell of its 
horrors, and devoutly wish that future gen- 
erations shall be saved from it. But 
there is a.beauty about war, the splendour 
of patriotism and the glory of self-sacrifice, 
the sinking of the individual into the com 
mon cause, the devotion, the endurance and 
bravery which lift mankind above insensate 
creation. Inevitably the mind goes back to 
those millions of men who proved their man- 
hood and their patriotism, their bravery and 
devotion on many a far-flung ficld, who bore 
their countries’ standards, and,” in doing 
them honour, honoured themselves. ‘Those 
dead, who died a generation ago, live 
fon in the hearts of those who ‘loved 
them, they ‘have built themselves into 
the fabric of thelr nations ; those maimed 
and disabled, who are living out their lives 
removed from other men have done no less. 
But to no avail. The mother’s thankful 
prophecy has not come true, the hopes of 
millions of others have been blighted, and 
‘again after so few years sorvit amor ferri et 
selerata insania belli. Today,—and who 
knows for how many days to come ?—sacri- 
fices even greater than those of the last war 
will be demanded of humanity engaged in 
this titanfe struggle. On sea, on land, and 
In the air, in the firing line, and in the re- 
‘motest hamlet behind it, the nations at war 
are bending every effort to ensure that their 
cause shall emerge successful. It is a dif- 
ferent war from the last. Peoples are en- 
‘gaged in hostilities, not merely the armed 
forces of nations, and the demands, which 
will be made upon all, will in the end test 
them as they have never been tested before. 
Of this there is complete certainty: while 
it is possible on a day such as this to pay 
a tribute to an enemy, and it is done here, 
the peoples of Great Britain and France are 
united as never before in the determination 
that the immense sacrifices which they may 
bbe called upon to make shall not be made 
in vain. ‘The oblation which the last genera: 
tion made in the sacred cause of peace shall 
yet be made effective, and today as never 
bbefore there is a consecration of both peoples 
in a determination that, convinced in the 
righteousness of their cause, they will march 
fon unit some day, some mothers may with 
truth be able to offer that thanks with which 
this artisle commences. 

‘Thus, standing before’ the shrines of those 
who gave all they had in the last war, and 
watching the passage of today's glorious 
youth into the same terrific maélstrom 
through which their fathers passed, there 
must be neither vainglory nor over-confid- 
ence. All that the men and women of Great 
Britain and France can hope to do, all, indeod 
that is expected of them, is that they shall 
do their utmost, strain every nerve, with- 
raw from no sacrifice which the vindication 
of the principles, for which their countries 
stand, and without which they must draw 
the breath of helots, undoubtedly demands. 
‘The days ahead contain much that is, per- 
haps, fortunately hidden from the human 
eye. Tt is possible that, as In other wars, 
the Allies will have to’ pass through their 
bad moments; victories cannot always be 
expected, But if possible coming reverses 
fare met with the same courage as those heavy 
blows which they experienced in the last 
war were met, if they are met with the de- 
termination that at the end of the war they 
shall be in the best position to forge another 
and more durable peace, then they will 
emerge with heads, bloody, perhaps, but 
unbowed, masters of their ‘souls and’ cap- 
tains of their destinies. Tt has not been the 
custom in years past, for some time, to 
make reference to the ‘sale of Armistice Day 
poppies, nor has any request to do so been 
made this year. The demands which are 
Ukely to be made upon Earl Haig's Fund 
now on, are not likely to decrease. ‘They 
may be’ expected tragically to become en- 
larged, for even as these lines are being 
written, even as they are being read, men 
are dying, or being maimed in the service 
of their country, in the service of everyone 
to whom the word Armistice Day may be a 
warning from the past, but a hope for the 
future. It is on such ‘a day as this that 
these things should be remembered. Hearts 
must be raised in gratitude to all that 
splendid youth which is marching to the 
Gnal arbitrament of war. They must be 
raised with the full determination that 
everything possible shall be done to see that 
those who suffer shall be eared for, that their 
dependents shall not lack. That ean be done 
in many ways, but Earl Haig’s Fund has an 
Immediate appeal which should commend 
itself to all whose spirits are moved by the 
ignificance ‘ot these times. ‘These are days 
when those, who may not be called upon to 
serve their country in the more obvious ways, 

















should give generously for the succour of 
those who are. 


AN EVENTFUL WEEK 
Nov. 13. 

‘Though during the past week the slow 
tempo of the war has been maintained 
there is plenty of evidence to suggest that 
the time for acceleration is not far distant, 
and that the world may see significant deve- 
Jopments in the comparatively near future. 
Tt was a week of specch-making. M. Molotov 
indulged in a regular tirade against what 
he deseribed as the capitalistic Powers, in 
which category the manifesto issued by the 
Third Internationale did not fail to place 
Germany. Lord Halifax restated the aims 
of the Allies in this present war, cmphasiz~ 
ing that they were fighting to maintain the 
rule of law and the quality of mercy in 
civilized states, while Herr Hitler delivered 
himself of the usual type of bombast to 
which the world has long been accustomed, 
concentrating on a savage attack on Great 
Britain and carefully leaving France alone, 
‘a clumsy, unconvincing endeavour to per- 
suade France that the German Codlin,"and 
not the British Short is really France's best 
friend. ‘That the latler country is somewhat 
‘sceptical about it all is quite understandable, 
for making every allowance for his vehem= 
ence, the fact still remains that Herr Hitler's 
actions speak much louder than his yords. 
‘The two outstanding features of the Wweek 
were the offer by Belgium and Holland of 
thelr good services in an endeavour to 
bring a quick peace to Europe, and the al- 
leged attempt to bomb ‘Herr Hitler in the 
‘course of the celebration of the anniversary 
of the Munich putsch, held in the famous 
beer-hall, which was wrecked as the result 
of the explosion. With regard to the move 
of the Belgian and Netherlands’ rulers that 
was turned down by Herr Hitler with the 
statement that he had ordered Field-Marshal 
Goering to prepare for a five-year war, a 
clear abandonment of the idea that the pro- 
posed Blitzkrieg could ever be carried out 
against the western Powers, and a public ad- 
mission to the German people that the war 
which he had promised they should never 
encounter, is now on. The Blitzkrieg suc- 
ceeded against Poland, but where the 
schemes of the German leader failed was in 
the fact that neither Great Britain nor France 
came up to expectations, and refused to 
‘accept the fait accompli with which he 
sought to present them. It is that failure 
which has rendered Der Fuehrer so desper- 
‘ate, and it is because of that desperation 
that new developments in the war situation 
may be expected to occur with greater rapid= 
ity than in the past. 

‘That is chiefly because with the failure of 
the original policy, and despite all Herr Hit 
Jer has to say about Germany contemplat- 
ing a five-year war, it is still imperative that 
he should bring it to a conclusion within 
six months, for the economic position of 
Germany is very definitely such as not to 
permit of the long struggle which Britain 
and France are perfectly willing to face. 
Holland, and probably Belgium are now 
faced with the probability of their neutrality 
being imperilied by German action. ‘The 
‘concentration of German forces from Aachen 
to the mouth of the Elbe significantly sug- 
gests that the time is not far distant when, 
in order to get closer to Great Britain, for 
the purpose of embarking upon acrial war- 
fare against her, the German forces will in- 
vade Holland for sure, and probably Bel~ 
sium as well. ‘The establishment of air, and 
suBmarine bases along the coasts of these 
neutrals would give Germany an advantage 
which she does not at present possess, and 
there can be little doubt, judging from all 
that has happened in the past, Herr Hitler 
will feel no restraint because Of the assur- 
‘ances he has given with respect to those two 
‘countries. ‘That Holland fears such a deve- 
lopment is clear from her decision to extend 
the flooding of certain portions of the coun- 
try, a grave decision to make in times of 
peace, and only really justified by suspicion 
amounting to conviction that an onslaught 
upon her is at hand. Large areas of land 
thus inundated with sea water will remain 
Sterile for practically a generation, and of 
poor productive worth for a very much 
Jonger time. The occupation of the Nether- 
lands’ coast need not create any degree of 
dismay amongst the Allies. Whatever acro- 
dromes might be established will be just os 
accessible to British acroplanes as British 
airfields would be from Holland, and it is 
not to be believed that the Germans would 
be permitted to establish air bases along the 
coast without receiving very considerable 
hindrance from the British air force. It is 
tragic from the Hollanders’ point of view 
that their country, and the air above it may 
in this war serve as the cockpit of Europe, 
a réle which Belgium has so often sustained. 

‘The alleged attempt to bomb Herr Hitler 
at Munich was the second outstanding fea- 
ture of the week. The circumstances are, to 
say the least, peculiar. It was at first de~ 
cided that Herr Hess should make the big 
speech of the occasion. The eleventh hour, 
the morning of the day on which the speech 
was to be made, saw a change in arrange- 
ments, and Herr Hitler took his place. He 
arrived at the beer-hall carlier than was his 
usual wont, spoke at least half an hour early 
than ordinarily’ was the case, shortened his 
speech by half-an-hour, and instead of re- 











maining afterwards to’ spend the evening 
with his veterans as he has always done be- 
fore, immediately left the building to return 
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to Berlin. Some twenty minutes after he 
left the explosion, probably of a time-bomb, 
took place. Eight persons were killed, and 
a number injured. It was immediately given 
out that the outrage was (he work of agents 
of" the Brilish secret service operating, pos- 
sibly, through a Jew, a story which the 
‘world at large has received with very con- 
siderable scepticism, if not downright dis- 
belief.. There are two possibilities in con- 
nection with the incident which appear far 
more likely, for Britain has not yet had 
‘oceasion to ‘resort to murder for political 
ends. Either the attempt was made by Ger- 
mans bitterly opposed to the present régime, 
‘and there is not that sweet unanimity in 
Germany which the ruler would have the 
world believe, or it was a coup de thédtre 
designed on the one hand to place Der Fuch- 
rer in the light of a martyr’ and on the 
other to afford an excuse for another purge 
of the party of those Nazis who cannot 
easily stomach the reorientation of the 
Nazi policy to friendship with Bolshevism, 
Why it should be necessary to provide ex- 
cuses for another purge it is somewhat difi- 
cult to see, for when it has come to the 
assassination of his associates Herr Hitler 
has not in the past shown any signs of 
trepidation. ‘The more reasonable conclusion 
to be drawn is either that this outrage was 
the work of Germans opposed to him and 
all he stands for, or what is more likely from 
the evidence available that it was a pro- 
paganda stunt in which a number of Nazis 
‘were sacrificed for the purpose of presenting 
Der Fuehrer in the light of a man persecuted 
bby his political opponents. If it is believed, 
as it readily can be, that while he was speak 
ing Herr Hitler knew of the time-bomb 
above his head, and arranged to leave be- 
fore it went off, there is plenty of evidence 
to justify it. 








A RADIO BIRTHDAY 
Nov. 14, 

‘This day seventeen years ago, 1922, broad- 
casting commenced in Great ' Britain, and 
from a medium of entertainment the radio 
has grown to be probably the most import~ 
‘ant propaganda weapon in the world. It is 
interesting to remember this for only on 
Sunday, Mr, Winston Churchill broadeast to 
the world a survey of the first ten weeks 
of war in one of the most encouraging 
speeches which have fallen from British 
leaders since the outbreak of hostilities, ‘Thus 
throughout the English-speaking world it 
was possible on Sunday to listen to the level 
statements of a man who is regarded by the 
Nazis as thelr worst enemy, and the personi~ 
fication of everything which they hate. It 
is because of the studied moderation of what 
he said—except for a few verbal fireworks 
applying apt descriptions to some of the 
German leaders,—that_ the speech should 
prove of value to the British cause, certainly 
Of more assistance to it, than anything which 
‘the Germans have broadcast has been to theirs. 
Apart from calling Herr Hitler and Herr von 
Ribbentrop diplomatically “prodigious con- 
tortionists,” informing the world that Britain 
and France were far better prepared to 
endure the worst malice of “Hitler and his 
Huns” and refraining from attempting to 
prophecy whether the “frenzy of a cornered 
maniac will drive Hitler into the worst of 
all his crimes,” Mr. Churchill has put for- 
ward the British position with the detached 
calm of the chairman of a company at its 
annual general meeting of shareholders. At 
‘the same time he made it quite clear what 
Great Britain considers is at stake in this 
present struggle. The fate of the Nether- 
lands and Belgium, like that of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria will be decided 
by the British Empire and the French Re- 
public. “If we are conquered, all will be 
enslaved and the United States will be left 
single-handed to guard the rights of man. 
If we are not destroyed all these countries 
‘will be rescued and restored to life and free- 
dom.” Mr. Churchill did not pose the issue 
in those blunt words merely for a few chosen 
listeners, but for everyone who understands 
English and could listen into the broadcast. 
Even Germans, if they chose to run the risk 
of dire penalty'could have heard what he said, 
but most of them dare not listen in, It is a 
striking contrast between the British concept 
of freedom and the German scheme of com- 
plete and enslaving control, 

Indeed the freedom which British and 
French listeners-in are permitted is one of 
the most important tests of the geaeral 
situation, Why should the German Goyern- 
ment be afraid of its people listening to 
foreign broadcasts, unless it is because of 
fear lest the people should become apprised 
of all that up to the moment had been with= 
held from them? Why is it that the Nazis 
‘are using every possible means to prevent 
the German people listening to both sides 
of the question unless ‘it arises from a 
realization of the fact that the truth is not 
in the German cause, and that the people 
have been bull-dozed into a blind uncompre- 
hending faith in the ridiculous statements 
with which Berlin has been spoon-fecdirig 
the German population, and that the Gov- 
ernment now fears their disillusionment? 
Apart from that, there is as much difference 
between British’ and German methods over 
the radio as there is between challt and 
cheese. On the one hand there is the steady 




















unimpassioned retailing of the news, of Gov- 
ernment declarations, of criticism where 
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necessary without any resort to over~ 
emphasis. On the other tiere is calculated 
misrepresentation more often than not bol- 
slered up with vehemence, and not i.ére~ 
‘quéntly vituperation. It is not part of any- 
‘one’s duty to.seek to correct German pro- 
paganda by air. Doubtful indeed whether 
the complacency of German offcialdom could 
be sufficiently shaken to induce them to 
correct their methods, for, if there is one 
thing of which the Nazis are completely sure, 
It is of the perfection of thelr own methods 
‘and their complete superiority over those of 
other nations. Undoubtedly there is a ccr- 
tain amusement value in German broad~ 
casting methods of which those with a 
sense of humour do not fall to avail them- 
selves. Thus it may be said without fear 
of effective contradic'ion that the British 
listener-in to the broadcas's in English from 
Germany happening on a particularly violent 
Giatribe of Britain’ realizes that something 
Britain has done has got under the Nazi skin 
in a most uncomfortable manner. He may 
now know what it is, but he is left with a 
sense of satisfaction’ that British methods 
must be effective for otherwise the enemy 
would not bellow so. 





Like so many other things in connection | th 


with. this strugale, the war of propaganda 
over the &:> has net followed the lines which 
‘were anticipated before hostilities com- 
enced. It was thought in some quarters 
that one of the frst actions of the warring 
nations would be to prevent the spread of 
Propaganda by the enemy by the simple 
means of jamming all “his broadcasting 
stations. That would not be a matter of 
very great dimeulty, and it during the last 
ten weeks the radios of the world had been 
rendered comparatively useless for long dis- 
tance reception it would have been nothing 
but what’ was quite commonly. expected. 
‘That has not taken place, and at any rate 
for the time being there appears to be some 
sort of tacit agreement to let the other fel~ 
low “put his stuff across.” How long this 
will continue to be the case remains to be 
seen, but. the 

moment the tirades and  vituperation in 
which Berlin broadcasters indulge actually 
assist Britain inthe entertainment of the 
troops, freeing artis's and particularly come 
dians ‘to amuse the forces, and leaving it 
to the German broadcasters to provide the 
comedy for those lstening-in in thelr homes. 
Tt may very well be that when this war 
really does get under way efforts will be 
mado on both sides to destroy all enemy 
means ‘of conveying intelligence. ‘That has 
‘been provided for in Britain by the arrange- 
ment of additional printing, works, not in 
London, from which the press will’ be able 
to carry on in the event of a. successful

Russian Manoeuvring 


It is to be hoped that the optimistic feeling 
reported from Helsingfors, regarding the pos- 
sibility of a peaceful issue resulting trom the 
Finnish-Soviet parleys at Moscow, will be justi- 
fed in the event, and that Finland will be able’ 
to escape from hostilities without making saerl- 
flees inconsistent with her national honour. 
From all that has happened up to the present 
it is clear that Finland has met the Russian 
domands with a readiness which does it in- 
nite ‘credit. It has made concessions con 
sistent with its national dignity, and while it 
was thought that the rejection of one-third 
of Russia's demands might lead to 
‘an outbreak of ‘war, it is thought 
Possible that that fatal outcome will still be 
averted. M, Molotov refrained trom mentioning 
Finland in bis speech on Monday, while the 
Soviet Press is reported to have ceased thelr 
attacks upon that country. ‘That may be only. 
because of a desire not 16 press the Finns 100 
far, and so make ‘a complete rejection of the 
outstanding points no more than a_ possibility. 
It is not expected, however, that Moscow will 
bbe satisled with much tess than the acceptance 
of her original demands, and though the situ 
ton at the moment appears ta be favourable, 
the. possibility. of Finnish-Soviet relationships: 
degenerating Into the outtrcak of another war 
cannot be disregarded. Indeed an. amicable 
frrangement between the two countries need 
ot necessarily be the foreruune’ of peace. in 
that part of the world, for the fact is that the 
Sovict, and this probably. in ‘conjunction with 
Germany, has avery predatory eye fixed upon 
the riches “of Norway and Sweden, and the 
question ‘which is agitating the minds of the:

‘Their relations with the forces 
fof other nationalities concerned in the defence 
fot the International Settlement have through= 
out ‘been most fortunate, and those between 
themselves and the various British regiments are 
highly ‘regarded by British units which have 
Isince feft these shores. Perhaps one of the reat 
fest factors which has assisted them so greatly 1 
fapturing the imagination of Shangha has been 
the oficers who have had command of: them. 
Cols. Lyman and “Dick” Hooker, Maj-General 
Beaumont, and now Col. Fegan’ have proved 
themselves excellent commanders with the happy 
faculty of being able to get along well with those 
fof other nationalities, and to say that they have 
contributed largely to the excellent relations 
which have existed ever since it became neces- 
sary to have a defence force in Shanghai is but 
to state the merest truth.

Only the excellent manoeuvring of 
Captain Wilson, who put the Dar- 
danus, an old de Haviland 86 plane, 
through every aerial stunt, saved the 
Dardanus from erashing, the passen- 
gers related, 

‘During the attack they lay on the 
floor of the plane and grimly hung 
‘on to furniture as the Dardanus was 
piloted toward Weichow Island, they 
said. After landing at Weichow, they 
sald they were well-treated by the 
‘Japanese, who immediately arranged 
for their’ passage to Canton. 

‘They confirmed that the mails and 
the pilot as well as the co-pilot, Chiet 
‘OMcer Raeburn, were held by the 
Japanese authorities at Canton. 

‘The United States Consul at Canton 
has already lodged a vigorous protest 

ith the “Japanese authorities over 
the incident, they said. The Amer- 
can Consul's action apparently was 
taken because of the presence of an 
American passenger aboard the Dar-

On October 22 was inaugurated at 
‘Tscuchow, Chekiang, a new educa~ 
tional institution known "as. Yingsht 
University, consisting of three Col- 
eges, ‘namely, the College of En- 
inecring, the ‘Colleye of Agriculture 
‘ond the ‘College of Medicine. The 
university was brought forth by the 
efforts of the Commissioner of Educa 
tion, Mr, Shu Zao-dee. the “Commis 
sioner of Finanee Mr. Hwang Tsu-pel 
fond Special Commissioner Mr. ‘Tsen- 
‘Cha ‘Tsao and other authorities, 

‘Their recommendations and plans 
for organization of the university met 
with approval by the Ministry’ of| 
Edueation and were recommended by 
Gen, ‘Chiang Kai-shek. 

It’ is named Yingshi University, 
because it Is dedicated to the com 
‘memoration of Gen. Chen Ying-shi, 
4 pioneer leader of the Komingiang

Governor Hwang Shao-hsung and 
the other Chekiang provincial om- 
ceils helped forward ‘the cause and 
appropriated $300,000 for the annual 
budget with prospects ‘of additional 
allotments from time to time as the 
university grows.

Dr, Serge Michael Shirokogoro® 
passed away on October 19, at the 
early age of S2 years. His death 
fame asa sudden shock to his many 
frlends in Peiping and it will sur- 
prise and sadden other friends all 
‘Over the world, states the “Peking 
Chronicle.

‘This expedition 
Started from Hailar and led him 
northwards along the Argun River 
fand along the East and North of 
the Great Hingan; finally it reached 
the Amur after having covered 1,500 
kilometers 

In 1917 Dr, Shirokogoroff was 
elected Anthropologist of the Russian 
Imperial Academy which had also 
subsidized his expeditions. Further, 
‘he was appointed Curator of the 
‘Anthropological Muscum and soon 
ffter this he was named Professor of 
the Geographical Institute. 

In October 1017 Dr. Shirokogorott 
eft for China. Here he continued 
his work of research especially in 
Fukien. “Kwangtung, Yurman (and 
Indo-China) and Peiping. 

For some years he was a professor 
at ‘Tsing Hua University and since 
1022 he was connected with the 
Catholic University. of Peking. 


Large Bibliography 

Dr. Shirokonorof's bibliography 
‘comprises nearly 50 numbers. Only 
a few of his chiof works can be 
Cited here. His most important pub- 
cation is the “Psychomental Complex 
Of The Tungus,” a bulky volume 
which appeared ‘in 1935. ‘This work 
Undoubledly makes Dr. Shirokogoroft 
the frst authority on that part of 
the pepulation of Northern Siberia. 
Other publications of value to a larrer 
circle of students are “Anthropology 
‘Of Northern China” (1923); 
Organization of ‘The Manchus” 
1920; stern 
China and) Kwantung Province" 
(0525); “Process of Physical Growth 
‘Among ‘The Chivere” (1925); "Social 
Organization of the Northern Tun- 
gus” (1029). 

It is lamentable that Dr. Shiroko- 
goroff died at just that time when he 
had attained to the summit of his 
ereative eapacity and, although his 
previous works are mumerous, yet 
even more might have been expected 
of him now.

2. Forward solling rates will be 
xed on the basis of the previous 
day's closing quotations on New York 
‘on the three-month forward position, 
with “specified variations trom the 
Spot rate: In this case, fractions of 
ess than 3 shall be disregarded. The 
closing dallar-sterling rate in New 
York on the three-month forward 
position will be determined according 
{o daily cable reports to the Yoko- 
hhama Specie Bank from its New York 
correspondent. In the event of a 
holiday in New York closing the 
market, or disturbances to wireless 
{aeilities making it impossible to re- 
ceive the report, the rate will “be 
Setermined on the basis of the latest 
cable, 

‘3. Forward buying rates will be 
determined on the basis of the tele- 
graphic transfer of the selling rate 
of the day of thelr respective de- 
liveries, with the same rate of varia- 
ion as’ from the spot rate, 

“Z. When forward rates are not 
quoted in New York, or in case it 
Js deemed inappropriate to fx rates 
fon ‘the basis of the aforementioned 
methods, they” will’ be determined 
otherwise with the approval of the 
Finance Ministry. 

5. In case of foreign exchange 
contracts “whose positions ‘are not 
clarified, the foregoing provisions 
‘ill be applied: in the case of selling 
rates, the first day of the provision- 
ally contracted month of delivery will 
be’ recognized as the delivery” day: 
‘and, in the ease of buying rates, the 
last’ day of the ‘provisionally ‘con- 

‘month will be recognized as 
the settlement day. 

‘Since an essential feature of the 
new agreement is the difference bo- 
tween the telegraphic transfer of 
selling and buying, the rates will be 
Droadened in order to minimize the 
dimeulty now ‘being experienced by 
the banks in covering, owing to the 
recent wide fluctuations of the New 
York/London cross rale.

Tulotd toy factory well, within Lane 
GU, Avenue Haig, causing this two- 
storey building to go up in lames 
fand two adjoining houses to be more 
for. Tess seriously damaged. Quick 
work by the firemen from Bubbling 
Well -Station prevented the blaze 
from spreading. further, and there 
were no casualties elther from lire 
oy fiimes, ‘This was considered very 
fortunate as the  quickly-generated 
fumes of celluloid are among the 
‘most polgonous known to selence, and 
fnd in Shanghai alone have been re- 
Sponsible for the deaths of scores of 
persons at past fires. 

Yesterday's blaze gutted the toy 
factory, House 6 of Lane 684, severe- 
ly damaged the upper part of a metal 
shop ‘next door, and caused slight 
Aininage to the ‘roof of a weaving 
factory also. inthe block. ‘The cel- 
Ifold stored on two floors went Up 
suddenly, causing great flames “to 
shoot skywards and an enormous 
cloud ‘of smoke to smudge the 
heavens. ‘The pall of smoke was ob- 
served at the Bubbling Well watch 
Tower and elsewhere throughout the 
western district. 





16,000 Feet of Hose 


‘The Fire Brigade received the 
alarm by telephone at 10.48 am, and 
the firemen were engaged at the 
seene for about en hour and a quart 
er, They brought the flames under 
control’ in 25 minutes. Besides, 
French fire engines responded to the 
all, but did not go. into action as 
the Settlement Brigade had the situa 
tion well In hand.

THE Buropean war has not affected China's international trade, 
the volume of which has increased during the current year 
compared with figures for the corresponding period of the prev- 
ious year, according to, official figures just released here. ‘The 


volume of China's internatiinal 


trade at the end of June this 


year stood at $1,132,145,221 and reached $1,560,163,434 in August. 
‘The corresponding figures in June and August last year were only

Prices have 
bbeon increased considerably and the 
Chinese are forced to sell the goods 
ft high prices, Meanwhile, the re~ 
ports. say, Japanese match manu 
facturing? factories. in Tsingtao and 
‘Tlentsin have been encouraged to ac- 
elerate their efficiency. 

“The reports explain that the Japan= 
ese had planned for the conirol of 
the Chinese match industry even be- 
fore the outbreak of Sino-Japanese

Sin —Mancanine wishes to know 
whether there is any difference from 
the standpoint "of health between 
butter and margarine, The difference 
isa very big one, Although for 
people with sound stomach and

the human body, ‘These are the so- 
called "Vitamin’ A” and "Vitamin 


c. 

‘Lack of Vitamin “C* produces 
scurvy, while the lack of Vitamin 
"A" produces symptoms rauch more 
complicated, especially a low re~ 
sistance of ‘the mucous membranes 
(bronchial tubes, intestines, ete.) 
against infections. We very’ seldom 
yee among foreigners these fully- 
developed. diseases, but very fre- 
quently, during a'disease, we can 
recognize these vitamins are 
very scanty in the body, Of greatest 
imporjance are these vitomins for 
children, because the growing body’ 
needs much more of their substances 
than an adult person. Vitamins “A” 
and "C" are in several other foods: 
besides butter (yolle of eggs, fresh 
milk, ete) but " the butter is the 
most important of all and contains 
these vitamins in the highest con- 
centration, 

‘That is oll that biological and 
medical selence ean say to answer 
Mancanne’s question. But Tam 
quite sure that butter contains some 
other stuffs very important for the 
human body ond especially that of 
‘a child, which till now are not dis- 
covered by scientific work, 

‘The conclusion is: while on adult 
person can remain in a good condi 
tion of health without butter, it is 
very important for children to cat 
butier “regularly, ‘Besides butter 
yolk of eggs contains Vitamin “ 
‘and "C," and therefores if you are 
using margarine, eat fresh eggs.

‘The skim- 
‘med milk residue from milk as every- 
fone knows is given to young pigs and 
calves asa large part of a cheap| 
food ration, 

‘Vegetable margarine has 65 to 70 
per cent. coconut or palm kern: 
il and other vegetable oils. in ac- 
cordance with price consideration, 

nil quality. desired, 

‘Much of our “home margarine is 
made from beef fat, costing 1%4d. per 
1b, and copra, supplied cheaply 
through black labour, costing about 
Id. per Ib. “As may be seen, there is 
an enormous profit in the manufac 
ture of margarine compared avith the 
production of pure butter, which can 
Farely be profitable at ail to either 
the former factory or. butter-maker 
under at least 1/- per Ib, or more 
anywhere in the world today. 

Ty Australia, margarine is’ selling 
at 1/2d. per Ib. while pure country 
oF factory butter of the very highest 
elass and quality possible is selling 
‘round 1/8d. per Ib. 























Ing. 'the. yood ‘value ‘of margarine by.

‘The beef, mutton and pork fats in

Butter snd margarine both contain 
16 per cent. of water, but while 
butter has considerable ‘vitamin con 
tent, margarine is devoid of any. ‘The 
United Kingdom imports yearly shout 
200,000 tons of margarine which is 
largely used in various ways for 
cooking and also by the workit 
classes. of people as a substitule 
way Of a lower-priced article thi 
pure butter. The import of pure 
butter into the United Kingdom, 
however, is quite 400,000 tons, 
ing it sumeiently plain that families 
with the necessary money budget 
Know very well the superiority of 
genuinely pure butter, and there is 
no shadow’ of a doubt the imported 
butter is a really good and reliable 
food value. 

‘A well-known London professor 
hos definitely stated, “if people wish 
to economize through using mar- 
garine themselves, by all means give 
their children butter every time.’ 

‘Margarine is selling presently in 
Shanghai from $1 to. $120 per 1b. 
While good quality .eliabie imported 
butter “is selling at $4.50 to $5 per 
Tb. OF these two the pure bulter is 
by far the cheapest value and besides 
































It is a more palatable food even at 
$5. per Ib. 

‘The disgraceful part is that_mar- 
jgarine is being sorved and provided 


in Shanghai freely as pure butter in 
four hotels, restauranss, clubs etc., 
instead of being differentiated in some 
particular way such as a menu 
charge for pure butter, and another 
for margarine. Let the public be 
aware of what they are actually get 
ting. and if they” wish or call for 
pure butter see that no margarine 
foisted upon them instead.

A Reply to Critics 
‘To the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Ciusa Datty News" 
‘Sm—Though we have no wish t 
prolong the “margarine or butter’ 
‘controversy unnecessarily, there are 








certain statements in the letters 
appearing today from De. East 
ZacKeR and Ms. A, 3. RICHARDSON, 


that deserve some ‘reply. 

‘Da. Zucken’s conclusion that “good 
‘margarine is better than bad butter” 
is correct, but good margarine is 
more than this. The brunt of his, 
eritieism of margarine falls on the 


question of its digestibility and 
vitamin. content. 
‘Very. many. investigations of an 


exhaustive nature into the digesti- 
bility of margarine and butter have 
been published in scientific lerature 
during the past $0 years; these have 
shown that the digestibility of mar- 
farine, of the individual fats _com- 
posing it, and of butter is exceedingly 
high—of' the order of 96 per cent to 
97 per cent. In these investigations 
the older Kinds of margarine were 
sed, and further researelt has shown 
that the digestibility of xood vitami- 
nized margarine, made by modern 
methods, is over 99 per cent. 

‘With ‘regard to the question of. 
itamins, responsible manufacturers of 
vitaminized margarine submit their 
product to regular analytical control 
by independent sources which can be 
called upon to confirm that the co 
ent of the bulter vitamins, A and 
D (not, as Dr. Zucker states, A and 
©), is equal to that of best ‘summer 
butter. Good vitaminized margarine 
Js, therefore, just as healthy as good 
butler, not only for adults, but also 
for children. 

‘Your second correspondent, Mx. A. 
4. RICHARDSON is arguing beside the 
point. Responsible margarine manu 
facturers do not wish their product 
fo be regarded as an imitation of 
butler to be foisted upon the public 
at all possible opportunities, and they 

refully avoid making any cl 
that it is indistinguishable from 
butler, Their claim, which is backed 
up by biological evidence, is that 
properly manufactured vitaminized 
‘margarine is a wholesome food, equal 
in dietetic value to butter, but pro: 
vided at a cost that brings it within 
the range of many purses which are 
tunable to afford butter. If margarine 
were not available, the demand for 
fats, which is so large that it cannot 
be ‘met by existing supplies of 

natural” fats, would drive the price 

of butter to such a height that ‘only 
the wealthier families could afford its 
purchase; as it is, less well-situated 
families can afford butter for certain 
purposes provided that they balance 
this cost by. using marx for 
others, and it is the responsibility of 
‘margarine manufacturers to provide 
a wholesome product for this need. 

‘That modern vitaminized margarine 
is wholesome cannot be doubted, and, 
the details Mz.. Ricuanosox gives of 
the composition of margarine do not 
apply to margarine of the type we 
are describing ; the use of beer tallow 
jin margarine is not widely practised, 
‘and, in the selection of vegetable fats 
(which are the same as those used 
jin salad oils, which Mx. Rrcsampso 
does not criticize) price considera- 
tions “are subordinated to quality 
standards

owners are responsible for the pay- 
iment of such taxes, "No, sit," ‘was 
the reply: “this is done in order to 
protect the registered owners:

Suggested Means to Curb

Sin—The numerous comments 
regarding cycling and cyclists that 
have appeared in your paper, has 
given a great deal of food for 
thought. 

T am not writing as a cyclist, 
although ‘my household has seven 
Dieyeles, but as 2 motorist, - Living on 
‘Yu Yuen Road it is a nerve racking 

ide as this road scems to be the 
practice ground for trek 
leyelists, and the inconsiderate ones. 

‘My chauffeurs are both eareful and 
good drivers, being in my employ for 
many years, but on a number of 
‘occasions they have been within a 
hair's breath ofan accident, due to 
the cyelist. 

‘This mornine's incident is a good 
Mustration: while proceeding. down 
Yu Yuen Road. two children about 
12 years of age came out of one of 
the lanes, and being unable to control 
their machines came right across the 
road and fell in front of my car, 
My chauffeur with great presence of 
mind stopped the car, otherwise, both 
would have been in’ the hospital oF 
killed. 

This did not leave my nerves in a 
good condition, and when 1 got to 
Bubbling Well at the end of Yu Yuen 
Road, the mass of cyclists roaming 
all over the road made it worse. The 
police would do a good act if they 
would give this particular section a 
Tittle attention from 8.15 to 9.30 am. 
31.20 fo 230 pm. and 330 to 6 pan. 
Unfortunately’ T use this part eight to 
a dozen times a day, and Tam always 
thankful when this. pont is. passed. 
Tam giving this as_an illustration

Motor drivers must go through an 
examination and test, before they are

Munich, Nov. 9. 


'HANCELLOR Adolf Hitler narrowly escaped assassination here 
yesterday when a mysterious explosion wrecked the Buer- 
gerbrau Beer House in which Der Fuehrer a few minutes earlier 
had declared that Germany would “never capitulate” to the Allied 
Powers. The attempt to assassinate Herr Hitler occurred on the 
exact scene of the abortive Nazi putsch of 1923—less tian a half 
hour after the German Chancellor had addressed a meeting of the 
Nazi Old Guard, An official communique issued in Berlin said 
that eight Nazi Old Guards were killed ‘and more than sixty 
wounded in the explosion. Herr Hitler escaped because he had 
left the beer hall for his train a few minutes earlier. 

Police admitted that the blast, which shattered the beer hall 
cellar, had been caused by an “explosive body” and not by a 
defective boiler, as earlier claimed. ‘The Berlin communique ad~ 
mitted the explosion was an assassination attempt against Herr

"Tt is quite plain today," he stated, 
“that the power of the British Empire 
and the French Republic to restore 
fand revive the life of the Polish and 
Crechoslovak nations, as well as to 
do a few other things which I shall

Burgomaster Max 
Dies at 70 
Brussels. ov. 6. 


Sir Adolphe Eugene Jean Henri 
Max, Burgomaster of Brussels, died 
hhere’ today at the age of 70. To 
feiends and former foes alike, Sir 
Adolphe ‘Max. will always be re 
membered as “Burgomaster Max.” As 
Mayor of Brussels during the Great 
War, he earned the admiration of the 
world and the respect even of his 
enemies. by his heroic stand against 
the invader. 

‘AL the first onrush of the Germans 
in 1914, he set about organizing com= 
‘miltees’ to assist the  war-strieken 
citizens and control the price of food. 
‘Ambulance posts were hastily Im- 
Provised in schools and any other 
Available bulldings and Burgomaster 
‘Max personally intervened to. stop 
German riots. 

‘On August 17, he sent the muni- 
cipal treasure to Antwerp and three 
‘days later drove In. person with the 
white flag to Louvain to parley with 
the German vanguard and to prevent, 
if possible, a repetition of atrocities. 
‘such at had been committed in certain 
‘other towns and villages through 
Which the Invaders had passed, 


Independence Maintained 


Refusing to sacrifice his independ~ 
fence to the German Governor im- 
posed on the capital during its oc- 
Cupation by the enemy, he main- 
{tained his position ax Burgomaster. 
When General von. Jarotsky, 

first ‘occupied Brussels, ordered six 
beds to be put in the Town Hall for 
the use of his stall. Burgomaster Max 
had another bed installed there for 











himself and resolutely refused to 
Teave the building, 
He endeavoured to keep up the 


‘courage of his compatriots by issuing 
posters contradicting the demoralizing 
‘Ones published by the Germans and 
protested incessantly against the 
Violation of the eitizens’ rights, 

‘Burgomaser Max firmly declined to 
shake hands with the German Gen 
eral. He maintained his system for 
the ‘circulation of provision tickets, 
‘and when a German officer threatened 
him,” the Burgomaster had him 
punished. 

‘When he left Brussels, General von 
Jarotsky expressed his regret. at nol 
hhaving” met Burgomaster Max in 
happier “eireumstances, because he 
would have been proud, he sald, to 
have been able to call him his friend, 

General von Jarotsky's place was 
token by General von Luttwits, who 
ordered all Belgian fags to be re- 
moved. Burgomaster Max thereupon 
issued a poster in which he described 
this as an injustice, but asked bis 
citizens to accede, to prevent strife. 
“But” he added, “we ‘will patiently 
await the hour of reparation.” For 
this he was threatened with arrest, 
Dut it was not carried out. His froe- 
dom, however, was not long-lived. 

Arrest and sea

From Goslar he succeeded in eseap- 
ing, on November 13, 1918, with the 
id of a false passport, written by 
imself on a. shect of ‘oflcial note 
paper from the Police Commissary’s 
lown office. He reached Brussels safely 
wo days Inter and was given a 
elirious reception when he appeared 
in public on Sunday, November 16. 

Burgomaster Max was born 
Brussels on December 31, 1000. 
was educated at the Athenée Royal 
‘de Bruxelles and at the University 
Jof Brussels, where he took his degree 
Jot Doctor of Law at the aye of twenty. 
ie then joined the staff of the news 
paper "La Liberté” with M. "Paul 
Hymans, and was one of the founders 
fof the Joune Garde de la Ligue 
Libérate Journaliste. 1 

In 1094, he was elected a provincial 
Jcouncilior, and nine years later a 
‘municipal’ councillor of the. city. of 
Brussels. In 1908, he became Sherift 
of Public Charities for Brussels and 
founded the Inter-Suburban Fund for 
the unemployed. In the following 
year, on the death of M, dé Mot, he 
twas elected Burgomaster of Brussels 
three weeks before 
eay.

ministrator the virlues of the eltizen 
and the strength of soul of the hero." 

‘Burgomaster Max was beloved not 
only for his indomitable courage, but 
also for his kindliness and tack, 

Short, with a small grey beard, 
high forehead and piereing cyes, he 
endeared himself to all who knew 
hhim. He was almost invariably dress. 
ed in black or dark grey and wore 
hho decorations unless in full uniform. 
The short, quick steps with which he 
moved gave him an air of self-confide 
ence and assurance, 

Post-War Administratiion 

Nor did his reputation for decisive 
action end with the War. As Burjo- 
master he was responsible for order 
In the streets, "When, in 1933, atter 
hhe had (orbidden all processions unless 
they received his authority, a body 
of Socialist Burgomasters from other 
Belgian towns visited Brussels ad 
began to march through the streets ax 
‘4 delegation to one of the ministries, 
Burgomaster Max ordered the police 
to break up the procession, 

‘Later, in the same year, when the 
famous 'Pauwells police bribery sean- 
al was discovered and the Chief 
Police Commissioners. of Brussels and 
Louvain were found to be implicated, 
Burgomaster Max immediately » took 
lover the duties of these offelais him= 
self and saw that the whole matter 
‘was eleared up, 

Burgomaster Max used personally 
to take part in all the celebrations 
of ancient guilds, clubs, and socie- 
ties of which he'was president, He 
also regularly opened the annual 
Kermesse, a Carnival Fair, and he 
never failed to claim his ‘privitere 
fof embracing the "Queen of the Fate” 
and drinking the health of his 
devoted citizens, 

‘He never married. 

One of the main boulevards of 
Brussels has been named after him 
to perpetuate his mame forever.

U.S. ARMS EMBARGO 


By SMimisoxian 
(Written before the Act was passed) 


‘The Congressional debate on neutrality, 
widely heralded by the advance publicity as 
the most important exhibition of democratic 
methods sinee the Versailles Treaty debate 
has proved to use Broadway slang a com- 
plete flop. The first few performances drew 
full houses, but soon the attendance began 
to fall off and the galleries were only half 
filled. Even members of the cast drifted 
away’ into. the wings and were observed by 
seandalized newspapermen to be gathered 
ound the radios listening, no, not to news 
broadeasts from Europe, but to the baseball 
game. An almosphere of semi-torpor is one 
in which opinions are changed or votes, 
secured. The speakers, however, even it they 
‘Were not speaking to sway their colleagues 
could at least tell themselves that they were 
‘boing read by the folks back home. Even 
this comforting thought, however, could not 
bo entertained for long as the headlines over 
the news of the Debate grew narrow and 
the space devoted to it 1ess. 

‘The debate smouldered and smoked dull 
and heavy. ‘The subject had been for so 
Tong before the public that any argument| 
worth stating had already been stated time 
fand time again. The Senators themselves 
had contributed to the surfeit by speaking 
over the radio long before the actual debate 
in Washington began. whenever opportunity 
and free time presented itself. 

Perhaps another reason for the lack of 
fire in the debate was that the issue had 
been so narrowed down that there was 
really very little to grow flery about. The 
beliefs ‘held in common by far outweighed 
the differences. “AN Senators, on whatever 
side they spoke, were agreed that the United 
States should not enter the war but should 
remain strictly neutral, yet neatly all, though 
many ‘would not confess the fact, hoped the 
Allied powers would win and Hillerism be 
defeated. It would have been so easy to 
{ake the position that since these views were 
held in common why not agree to pass a 
neutrality act’ which would benefit the Al~ 
lied powers rather than one which would 
benefit Germany since it was evident that 
whatever sort of an act was adopted would 
avour one’ side or another. But instead 
there were long discussions of international 
law, of the impossibility of changing the 
rules in the midst of the game, of the need 
{o keep war at a distance, as though the 
dobate were on a war declaration instead of 
‘a neutrality act. 

‘The central point of the debate was the: 
arms embargo repeal. ‘There was general 
agreement that the United States should no, 
Tonger insist upon freedom of the scas, since 
any attempt to follow out that policy’ might 
Tead Americans into trouble, which would 
lead to public indignation, which would lead 
to entering the war. The arms embargo) 
repeal issue, however, was seized upon by 
the isolationists as a ‘symbol of a tendency’ 
they detected in the Administration to take 
{oo much interest in matters which wert on 
outside the United States and therefore 
should not concern Americans. ‘They agreed 
that if freedom of the seas was abandoned 
and American vessels withdrawn from the 
trade routes to belligerent countries there 
could be little danger of America’s emotions 
being aroused by ship-sinkings. But they 
feared that repeal of the embargo might be 
regarded by Germany as a hostile act, whieh 
she would resent and might resent s0 force 
fully that American anger would be roused 
against her and the country find itself drag- 
xed in the war by a back door. 

‘The speech of Senator Borah is as yood 
an example as any of the isolationist anti- 
arms embargo position. ‘The Senator began 
‘with a little historieal survey in the classic 
isolationist style. Europe was a continent 
Which fought wars as a matter of course and 
hhad done since the dawn of history. America 
should have nothing to do with these per~ 
petual border disputes. America’s part in 
Writing the Versailles ‘Treaty was ignored 
and its terms were treated as an expression 
of Europe's incorrigible stupidity. “Do ,what 
‘we might it seemed clear to the people of 
this country that it was not within our 
power to right the wrongs of that continent, 
to wipe out its racial bitterness, and re- 
ligious persecutions, to adjust with satisfac- 
tion its boundary lines or to bring happiness 
and contentment to its masses.” America's 
task was therefore “to maintain liberty, free- 
dom and free institutions upon the western 
hemisphere" meanwhile doing what could 
bbe done to keep Europe at peace by refusing 
to supply arms to cither side. c 

‘This. view of European history, which 
sidesteps the possibility that American re- 
fusal to participate in efforts at post-war ad 
Justment through the League might have had 
something to do with Burope’s present con- 
‘ition, ignores a long series of efforts from 
Locarno to Lausanne to the World Economic 
Conference to solve post-war difficulties, and 
assumes an equal’ responsibility of all 
powers for the present war, always appeals 
to the gallery, particularly when accompanied 
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by praises of the United States for being 
blest with all the qualities in which Europe 
is deficient. 





As for this selling of arms, “Wherein was 
peace to be advanced by doing so? We 
‘might advanee the cause of one side or the 
‘other, but wherein was peace advanced.” 
‘This ‘rigid impartial view was not always 
maintained by Senator Borah. He had 
vigorously criticized the British government 
for making the Munich Peace Agreement. 
He would undoubtedly have been equally 
critical of any Danzig agreement on similar 
lines. But he adopted the view that once a 
quarrel in which right and wrong were 
clearly recognizable became, through the 
action of the side already recognized as being 
in the wrong, a war; then automatically it 
‘must be assumed that both sides were equally 
wrong. If of course the side in the right 
to avoid war, retreats before the wrong and 
does not resist it, then it is blamed. If it 
does resist it, then it puts itself in the wrong. 

‘This is the first inconsistency in the classic 
isolationist attitude. The next is concerned 
with the actual sale of arms. It is held 
immoral to sell these because they are death 
dealing instruments and the American pub- 
ie wants nothing to do with blood money. 
But there is no suggestion made that the sale 
of arms should be banned in time of peace, 
only when war has broken out. Arms arc 
obviously meant to kill whether they are 
sold before or after war. No one pretends 
that a machinegun is brought for sowing 
wheat ; it is bought for sowing death. ‘The 
ban in’ time of war means that the peaceful 
nations which have not been piling up arma- 
ments are put at a disadvantage. In practice 
the isolationist attitude, though ostensibly 
based on humanitarian grounds, means that 
it is permissable to sell arms for attack but 
not for defence. | 5 

“The wor hounds of Europe are demand- 
ing repeal of the arms ambargo,” Senator 
Borah cried. In actual fact the demand for 
repeal was addressed to Congress long before 
the war hounds were unleashed. ‘The 
Senator, however, declared that there would 
be no war and that therefore it was unneces- 
sary to repeal the arms embargo or make 
other changes in the neutrality Act immedi- 
ately. The matter could be left till later. 

‘The Senator also argued that the people 
who would profit from repeal were the arma- 
ment firms. They would profiteer. But 
when Senator Lee of Oklahoma asked if the 
Senator supported his anti-profiteering bill 
Senator Borah grew very angry. “If it is 
first proposed to put us into that dirty trade 
(armaments), T do not propose to vote for 
a law which’ in lieu thereof takes away the 
Uberty and the freedom and the rights of the 
United States.” The Senator was referring 
to the drastic restrictions on both profit mak- 
ing and management which most anti- 
profiteering bills contain. 

‘The Senator was fully convinced that re- 
peal of the embargo would be held by both 
England and Germany as a sign that 
America would enter the war. When Eng- 
land heard that the President had asked for 
‘arms repeal Senator Borah avowed, “the an- 
nouncement by the press and the cry of the 
public was that the United States is coming 
in, that our former ally is to join us again.” 

"The Senator then advanced an argument 
which shows the extent to which the isola- 
tionists are prepeared to surrender American 
rights in their efforts to remain at peace. 
‘The cash and carry proposition, he argued, 
was no safeguard. It was true the arms 
would cease to be American before they left 
the docks and would be transported in non- 
American ships. But “is it to be supposed 
that the enemy would wait until the title 
had changed and take vengeance upon the 
purehaser rather than upon the manufactur- 
er? Why should the enemy have less bit- 
terness, less vindictiveness, less determina 
tion to destroy, towards those who make 
munitions than to those who buy them when 
the enemy knows that they are all bound for 
the same destination.” 

A very pertinent comment on this conten- 
tion of ‘Senator Borah was made by Mr. 
Walter Lippmann, “In saying that Nazi Ge 
many,” he writes, “will wage war on Ameri- 
can soil if Congress presumes to legislate in 
certain way, it will be felt by many that 
the Sonator is carrying pretty far indeed his 
doetrine that American policy must be shaped 
by a desire to displease a foreign power. 
One would have supposed that an isolationist 
would at least insist that what gocs on inside 
the United States is the affair of the Ameri- 
can people, and that the very notion of sur- 
rendering American rights inside the United 
States for fear that foreign agents will 
dynamite our factories should be rejected as 
an infolerable surrender of American sover- 
cignty.....If the American nation has reached 
a point where it is unable to preserve law 
and order inside the United States, if in ad- 
dition to abandoning all its historic rights at 
sea it must also abandon its sovereign in- 
dependence at home, then we have reached 
‘a condition of feebleness that no one would 
[have thought possible.”
